Heney States to Court That First
Charges for Grand Jury Will Be
Against Ruef on a Charge
of Felony,

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct, 20.~After a
:ln}‘ of teemendous exeitement, District
Attorney Langdon, who was last night
sispended from office by Aoting Mayor
Gallagher, was uplm.rvull_v I n vietor-
fous  position and bas gmined a tem-
pomry advantags over ety officials and
prominent politiolans, whom be had
previously announced that he proposed
to indiet for felonies and misdemeanors.

Almost at daybreak, Attorneys rep
resenting District  Aftorney Langdon,
who was at Woodlawn, appeared at
the vesidence of Superior Judge Sewell
and obtained o tewporary restraining
order, restraining the political leader
Abe Ruef, whom Acting Mayor Galla.
gher had appointed district attorney to
sncoved Langdon, from Interfering with
officials or the affales of the district
atlomey’s office. Judge Sewell sei the
case for hearing one week from today.
The writ of injunction was served on
Ruef and the board of ‘-II|r!‘T\|"u1I'n nt
an early hour this morning. Under the
restraining order, Langdon or his as
sistant, F. J. Heney, are not to be dis-
turbed from acting In thelr official ca-
pavity,

The excitement of the day came with
the proovedings this aftermoon in the
courffy of Superior Judge Thomas F,
Graham, when the nineteenth and faal
member of the new grand jury had been
ehiosen, and where It wias expooted that
the court would settle the question of
rocogmition of either Langlon or Ruef
na distriol attorney. When the desired
jurar was accepted, Heney avoss and
made objections to the actions of a
deputy sheriff who had attempted to
geanvli him on severa] oconsions, Ruef
stated that the deputy sherilf was act:
ing under his instructions, it  being
Tuefs belled that Heney  was armed,
The court warned the deputy sheriff to
conse annoving Heney, Ruef attempted
to address the judge “an an officer of
the court.” Heney objected to Ruef aa-
suming such right, Tt was expected that
the fate of Heney or Ruef would be
decided, but Judge Graham declined to
pass upon the issue or récognize any
one officer of the court. He declined to
hear furthep argument on the subjeet.
ftuef, however, sucoeeded In obtaining
permission to speak as “an attomey at
the bar” and declaved that he wished
to proceed with the examination and
qualificntions of certain grand jurymen,
Heney interrupted, saying that the first
thing Te intended to present to the
grand fury was evidence supperting
charges of felony and wisdemeanor
against Ruef, At this Juncture objee.
tions cwme from Attorney General
Wabb, who declared that the court
should not permit such statements to
be made before the grand jury, as it
might disqualify them and hé averred
Jthat there was o possibility thab they
hnd alrendy become disqualified, Webb
then announced that he intended to as-
sime charge of matters before the court,
Judge Graham ordered thé jumy dle-

missed until next Monday. Heney uh.l'
jooted wtrongly agalnat the order, sayin g

thal Distriot Attorney Langdon knew
what matters would be presented to the
grand Jury o its first hour nnd that
time would now be glven to bribe cer
tain  witnesses and got them out of
the country, Court then adjourned un-
til Monday.

Durinz all these procsedings a crowd
of over threo thousand peopls had as.
sembled at the eourt room, Before
court opened the erowd packed  the
court room corridors and a hig squad
of police wus summonod to ejest them,
The polies did not use the most gentle
methods and severgl prominent cltizens
wore roughly thrown Into the street in
a damaged condition, Later cortain
people weye ndmitted to the courtroom,
it being notieeable that a large per:
ventage of the gathering econsisted of
policemen In  plain  clothes. Several
thousand people were on the outside
and when Langdon and Heney appeared
they were cheered vociferously, When
Ruef appenred they hooted and hissed,
Ine aygry cillzen attempted to sirike
the political leader as ho made his way
to his automobile, but the police seized
him. = Ruef was attended by two detee:
tivex from the pnllm department,

When notifled of his removal by Abe
Ruef, Francls J, Heney made the fol-
lowing statement;

“The conrse of Aeting Mayor Calla.
gher and the board of supervisors In
suspending Langodn from office and ap-
pointing Ruef acting distriet attorney,
followed by Ruef’s removal of myself,
as asslatant attorney, is not only Hlegal
but so revolutionary in character that
It may well be donbted whether those

SEATTLE, Oct. 20—A Bedro Wooley
speeinl to the Post-Intelligencer says
that the Skagit river immedintely
south of the city, 18 a mile and a half
wide and still rising. Water from the
viver in Sterling Bend distreiet has gone
over the Great Northern right of way
and it Is feared will carry the road
grading,

The damage to ' mills and Inmber,
farma and stock is inestimable. The
town of Minkler is standing In a lake
three feet deep and many houses have
been abandoned by the people. At Mt,
Vernon the river Is at a standstill.
The 'tmcks of the Great Northern rail.
rond at this point are under several
inohes of water and unless the flood
abates, traflic will be interrupted on
the road,

TARIFF CONSIDERS A FARCE

Over Three Hundred Trusts in the Land
With a Capital Aggregating Over
Eight Hundred Million Dol
lars of Capital,

BALTIMORE, Oct, 20—Before an
andience which filled the Lyric last night
United States Senator Isidor Raynor
delivered what will prove perhaps the
most important speech of the Demo-
eratic Congressional ecampaign in this
stato. Benator Raynor addressed him.
self ohiefly t> the subject of the tariff:
saying in part:

“T am not a revolutionists on , the
subject of the tariff. I believe in a
revenue tariff and T would not destroy
or impaip o single business interest in
this country that was making a legiti.
mate profit out of its enterprise, but I
am an invelerate enemy of the colossal
combinations that are making their own
prices for the American consumers, and
who no longer require the protection of
the government for their support,

“T'he United States Steel Trust can
o to Canada, Mexico or any place elss,
pay great freight and undersell the
foreign market, and here it declares it
cannot compete with the foreign mar-
ket and is given a prohibitive duty of
40 por cent ad walorem to keep the
foreign produet from our shores, «

“You will readily understand why
there are so many of these trust com-
binations in the land, nearly 300 alpha.
betically arranged. The eapital amount-
ed to nbout §800,000,000 hefore the Ding-
ley tariff bill was passed. Now, based
on the reciprocity fraud and the prohib-
itive provisions of tha bill, it is more
than six bilion. The steel trust alone
represents $1,500,000,000, and pays div-
idens of $150.000,000 yearly,

“The President says we onught not to
interfors with the tariff on these trusts
heenuse it might affect the profit of
individual enteérprises that are in com-
petition with them,

“With grent respect, what a perfect
faree this is, There are no private en.
terprisea in competition with them.

“Ts there any wonder that the Pres-
ident was not in favor of the bill pro-
hibiting corporations from contributing
to federal elections? Tt passed the Sen-
ate unanimously, but it met ita quietus
in the House of Representatives, Tt
woull never have done to pass this bill
before an election, because, whera wonld
the funds come from that would enable
the Republican party to carry the elec:
tions?

JAPS EXCLUDED FROM SCHOOL

Prejudice Againgt Japanese in  San
Francisco Growing Stronger Every
Day and Government Will Make
Thorough Investigation.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct, 20.—The sit-
untion here regarding the increased in-
flux of Japanese to the city and state
is assuming @ serious matter, At the
demand from ceértain organizations, two
Japanese students have been excluded
from the public schools. The matter
was reported to Washington and See-
retary Meteali of the Department of
Commerce and Labor, will leave Wash.
ington tomorsow fon this city to make
an investigntion and make a full re:
port. of the sitvation as affecting the
Japanese here, It is alleged that Jap-
andse children are being excluded from
the publie schools, and other strong
prejudices againgt the Japanese ' race
exist, The feeling against the Japan-
ese is extonding all over the state.

CORTELYOU IN NEW YORK

Will Show Republicans How to Raise a
Campaign Fund and How to Dis-
burse It In the Interests
of the Party.

NEW YORK, Oet, 26.—The BSupreme
Court of the state of New York today
decided that everyone of the Iudepend-
ent League candidates for assembly,
senate and congress were not legally
nominated and were therefore thrown
off from the ticket. The attorney for
the league amnounced that an appeal
would be taken Immediately to the
court of appeals, 3

Max F, IThmsen, chairman of the exe-
cutive committee of the Independence
League, and manager of W, R, Hearst
for governor, today made the state.
ment in which he charged that the Re-
publicans are attempting to raise an
enormons corruption fund for the pur-
pose of electing Mr. Hughes. He also
declared that Postmaster-Genera] Cor-
telyou had come to New York to show
Chairman Woodruff of the state Repub-
lican committee, how to raise such a
fund, and how to disburse it.

Immediately after this statement,
Chairman Woodruff issued a statement
denying the statements made and stated
that not one dollar had been contribut.
ed by any corporation to advance the
interests of the Republicans,

Hearst was very badly treated at the
mass meeting tonight. It was adver-
tised that 10,000 laboring men would
escort him to the hall, tut when the
time came, only about 2,500 were in
line, and they left the hall as soon as
Hearst began speaking. There seems to
be an undercurrent of feeling among
the laboring classes against Hearst,
and the Republicans are very much en-
cournged over the disaffection in the
Democratie ranks.

CAN CURE CONSUMPTION.

Vaccination to be Adopted by Scientists
For Tuberculosis,

SYRACUSE, N, Y. Oct, 26—Dn R.
P. Ravenar, assistant director of the
Henry Phipps institute for the study
of tuberculosis at Philadelphia, made
some interesting statements yesterday
in an address on “Hereditary Portals
Entry of Infection and Tmmunity in
Tuberculosis.” Dr, Ravenal said it was
reasonable to expect that in the near
future persons would be vaccinated to
make them immune from tuberculosis.
He said that nothing had done more
harm in the effort to prevent tuberou-
losis than the belief by many that it
i8 in the family and that there is no
use to fight against' it. The speaker
stated that ninety per cent of all per-

sons upon whom post mortems have
been made have had sears on their
lungs, where tuberoulosis has been

healed.

BANK DYMANITED

Odin IMfinois ‘Bank Blown Up
With Dynamite.

ROBBERS PROBABLY ESCAPE

Several Shots Fired at the Gang by
Men Who Heard the Explosion

. and Rushed to The ~

ST. LOUIS, Oct, 26—A special to the
Republic from Odin, 111, says:

The Bank of Odin was dynamited
and looted by a gang of safe robbers
ot an early hour this morning. The
report of the explosion attracted a
crowd of citizens to the sceme and a run-
ning fight ensued in which more than
thirty shots were fired. The bandits
eseaped with all their booty, the amount
of whieh is not known,

Edward Parks, night telephone aper-
ator, was the first man on the scene
after the explosion, When he heard the
report he ran from his office toward the
bank. He was halted on the way by
the lookout of the robbers, who fired
at him, Parks emptied his revolver at
the robbers and ran back to his office.
By this time Robert Loeckhart, night
station agent of the B. & 0., Jacob Al-
bert, telegraph operaton, and a half
dozen others arrived and opened fire
on the robbers, None of the citizens
who engaged in the battle was hurt, It
is not known whether any of the rob-
bers were wounded. According to those
present there wera three robbers in the
party.

The Bank of Odin is a priva.te insti-
